Dainty Dame Takes the Main Race and Defeats 
Hanbrid^e — Harriet Rowe and Coon 
Win at Lons: Prices. 



( ineiiiiinti. O.. Nov» niI»er 11. — A coutiniiation of 
yeMonlH.v s rain tliruu;:liout the ;cr»*aler part of tlu* 
iiiuht l«>ft tlu* Latonia tr.ick in very sloppy cundition. 
Ill spile of Hie fact that Moats were kept busy run 
Him; over it tlirousInMit the aftermxiu. The liiM*ral 
♦ iitrios to » the six races were made up laru'elv of 
w;eJl known mini runners, so that the crowd ha«l 
plenty of opimrtunity to exercise its judttiuent in 
the sele<*tion of likely wd liners and. as a consc- 
ouence. the siK*culation generally was mucu better 
than on any preceding; day of the week. Eavoritt's 
and Well-backed s»*cond choices won all the races, 
except the first, in which Harriet Rowe, an eas.v' 
first, was at 20 to 1. and the third, in W’hich iVkhi 
iminai;ed to statfjjer home in front in a hard drive 
at bo to 1. 

The handicap was the feature of a more than ordi- 
narily i;ood card, and as the choices of the public, 
A1 Muller, Dainty Dame, All Red and llanbrid«e, 
bad all shown ability to run well in the ttoimr, tin* 
race was an interestiut; om*. It had a disappointing 
incident in the backward riinnim; of A1 .Muller, 
which, Kcttiuj; away well and in a couteudim; posi- 
tion ri<;ht alter the start drouiM*d entirely out <d‘ 
forward contention by the time the iipiM'r turn was 
reached. Dainty Dame, the winner, displa.vini; lier 
usual mud runuim; qualities, raced out with llan- 
bridse from barrier rise to the stretch turu. wlien 
she went into a clear lead, with All R«h 1 outfootina 
IlanbridKe as the contender for second money. 
ThrouKhout the stretch raciuir Dainty Dame was 
not in dariKcr at any time. She won easily, while 
Hanbrldtre, under a vlKorous ride, outsranied All Ro<l 
for se<‘ond pla<*e. 

R. Schreiber’s Dr. Holzl>ertr, in amont; a m<Klerate 
lot of two-year -olds in tlie second race, seemed like 
ilie best bettinj; proiM>sition of the afternoon ami lie 
was backed m;cordinp:ly as the favorite. Dr. IIolz- 
ben; was much Hie best ami but for a badly-jud>;ed 
ride on the part of E. Martin he wouhl have won 
easily instead (»f a<*liievin^ a narrow victory. On 
the stret<*h bemi, when he was in el<»se eomiH*titi<ni 
with RufFons, Martin suddenly tr»ok lum back. l«>sim; 
a length of frronnd. That the youngster won over 
Hiiffon.s by a head after this was duo to his f»wn 
sameness and not to any strikin;;lv elTectivo saddle 
wwk <Hi the part of Martin. 

▲ Gambrinus. favorite for the third race, won by 
• ro'*n. allowiiur for the fact that he >;ot off none t<M> 
^wcll. ran N*low his true form. He was a contender 
early, but Immr tire when the final racim; came in 
the last furbmir. It was mainly a two-h«*rse race be 
tween Toon ami George Bailey and that the former 
won was dm* to strontr ri<liiu; at the finish. 

Rraiicas in the last race found Hu* soft footim; to 
Ills likim; and outpaced his opp«ments fn>m start 
to finish, winning very easily. All>ert Star, which 
bad iH'cn in receipt of considerable support, turned 
sideways at Hie start ami was left. Financier and 
Estella r.. the lM*tting choices in the fifth. ma<le an 
interesting contest from start to finish. Estella 
ran to her form, showing speed ami preferem*e for 
Hie g(ung. but when it eamo to Hu* st retch struggle 
she was no match for the colt, w’hicli. after having 
been outsp<H‘ded to Hie nppi'r turn, wore her down 
under a drive to wdn by a length. 

Private advices emanating from reliable sonr<*es 
at Hot Springs are to the efToet that ninety-five iM*r 
cent, of the business men ami property holders are 
anxious for a return of racing. The legislature, 
which will convene on the first of .lamiary. will 
probably be aski*d to pass on an amemlim*nt of tlu* 
Amis law’ wlilcli brought about a cessation of rac 
ing. It might be noteworthy that the Amis bill was 
also the first legislative act that the lawmakers 
lliere were called upon to pass. 

The liOiiisiana Driving anil Racing Club, wliicli 
lonfeinidates a race meeting of ninety days’ dura- 
tion. beginning Thanksgiving Day. have sent an 
ag»*nt here from the (’resi-ent Uity encouraging 
Jiorseinen to ship to tliat olant. In Hie prospectus 
Hu* claim is made that $12."i.OiK> will be distributed 
ill purs«*s and that six or more races will bt* given 
daily exceiding Sundays. The feature ofTeriiig of 
tile o|>ening day will be Hie Tliaiiksgiving Haudi<*:ip 
lor a purse of The horsemen have very little 

laifh in Hie meeting so far as pres«*iit information 
goes and the Imtter class owners have not signified 
anv intention of participating. 

News was received today tliat hrM*senien will find 
It difficult to stable at .Montg<nnery Park. Mi-mphis, 
ell account of a r'ontemplated overlmiiling and re- 
mmk'ling of the plant. Simio significance is attached 
to the fact that the track aiwl appfdntincnts are 
undergoing a course of improvement. 8ome profess 
to augur b.y this tJiat a rar*e meeting for next sejisoii 
in the Tennessee clt.y is not a remote possibillt.v. 

Dillard Hill w^as among today’s visitors and is on 
Hie lookout for Bome likely material to ship and 
campaign in Cuba during the winter. 

•loeke.y T. ffteele, xvho was unseated from Nellie 
Free in the opening race ^londay. is probably more 
severel.r in.liired than at first anticipate^!. He was 
forced to take to bis bed on account of severe pains 
In his head, and it is harel.y i)os'<ilde that he inav 
be suffering from concussion of the brain. 

Incompetency accounted for J Davis’ tuinhle from 
Stf»ner Hill in the third race. The boy escaped in- 
iury. 

Sam Parmer is the latest who has signified his in- 
tention of eampaigning his horses in Cuba, and will 
ahlp a string of ten racers there at the close of this 
meeting. 

Word w'as received that jockey Dave Nicol. who 
is at present in New York, is negotiating with an 
agent of an .\iistrian stable to go to that country 
and ride next season. 

The mmor of Juarez. Mexico, racing was revived 
today, this time W. O. Parmer being mentioned as 
a prospective manager to conduct a sixty-days 
meeting across the Texas border. Tiierc is little 
likelilMKxi that this meeting will amount to much. 

.Matt J*. Winn came up from Ixniisville for a day's, 
outing. Mr. Winn had nothing new to add to vari- 
ous winter racing propositions. He said he liad 
heard nothing from New Orleans and knew nothing 
definite about the Juarez affair, but he understfMXl 
that there was no plant at that point. 

JAMAICA TRACK TO BE MAINTAINED. 

New York, Nd^ember 11. — Mr. William II. Rey- 
nolds. president of the Metropolitan Jockey Club, 
denied the report that the Jamaica race track is to 
hr cut up Into lots or to be abandoned for racing. 
Mr. Reynolds, in a statement made .yesterday, said: 

“The plant of the .Metropolitan Jockey Club at 
South Jamaica will not be shortly removed from 
the racing map. No negotiations for the dismantling 
of the track and converting the property to other 
uses have been arranged. The land on which the 
Jamaica track is built is not owned bv the Rider 
Restate nor has the Rider estate any interest In any 
f property of the track. Not a single foot of the 
plant of the Metropolitan Jockey Club land is held 
under a lease. Every acre Is owned outright by the 
club. The property is not to pass into the hands 
of the Long Island Real Estate Company and it will 
not be cut np Into building lots.” 

It is said that James R. Keene is now considering 
the matter of sending all of his horses In training 
to England. Tliis would include some fourteen 
yearlings now In James Rowe’s charge at Sheeps- 
head Bay. Tliese yearlings are reported to be of 
exceptionally high class and promise to make the 
Keene stable as strong in the two-year-old division 
next year as it has been in the i>ast two seasons. 
The majority of the yearlings are by Voter and 
Lave shown trainer Rowe some fast time.

R. Ellison ami brought to tbi* I’acitic coa.st 
to raor, scomi his first vi<*tor.v in the colors of bis 
now ownor at Oakland t«Mlay. From boHi a Hnu* 
standpoint, a new Amern*an record of being 

establisliod for one mile and a sixteenth, ami th<* 
manner of achiev(^i nt. the Sandringham colt’s 
ra<*e for the card’s feature was of a sensational 
i-liaracter. The running was marked by riding of 
the roughest description with tin* winin*r frequently 
and oflVnsivelv d«'trimeiital to Dandelion. W. T. 
Overton and Neva Lee, s«*coinl. third and fourth 
lioisos ri'siioet ivol.v at tin* tiiiish. Firostono, tin* 
favorite and only other starti*r. was iiover really 
dan?;«*rous and ran as if tlie iniuries he siistain(*<l 
from bis fall wliib* at Hie p(»st in the Opening 
Handicap wen* more serious than Hieii thoiiglit. 
W. T. Overton le<l for a mile and tired. Royal 
'I’oiirist Hn*n came along and swcrv(*d ahead and just 
lasted long <>noiigli to win from Dandelion, wliicli 
lia<l ri‘c<»v,*red from a similar expcri«*n<e on Hn* 
last turn, for which Ro.val Tourist was also re- 
s|*oiisibb*. aud worked tlirougli into a rushing sec- 
ond. In the meantime W. T, Overton was for<-«d 
to pull up sharply in the las^ fifty yards to avoid 
going over tin* inner rail, which effectually stopin*d 
tin* sceuroly pocketed Neva Le**,

New Orleans, La.. November 11. — An important 
conference betwe<*n i>eople interested in the im*eting 
to Ik? given b.v Hie (,’uban .Tocke.v (’liib at Havana 
this winter was held in New Orleans tliis morning. 
Those present included ('harles O. Smitli. S. Abrams 
Mild Secretary Hernandcs of the Cuban Jockey Club. 
.Vmong the matters disciis.sed was the policing f>f 
Hie track and it was decide<l to employ the I’iiiker- 
toii Detective Agency to look after this end of the 
luisiness. The club intends tliat its mf*eting sball be 
free of all objectionable characters and no one will 
be penniH(*(l on the grounds of the Almendares 
course who is in bad standing at other places. Touts 
will not be tolerated and the United States and 
Unban auHiorities have IkiHi promised their aid in 
ridding the turf in Cuba of this pest. 

.Vindications for stable room ‘ have been isMiring 
ill and all space on the steamship Excelsior, which 
sails from hen* on Thursilay. November 2d. has 
lieen reserved b.v horsemen who at present are racing 
on the Texas circuit. All attempts to rare at either 
of the big tracks here this winter have been praeti 
cally abandoned ami Samuel F. Hoaslip is awaiting 
the consent of Messrs, (’orrigan and Rhinock before 
giving out a final statement to the press in rcganl 
to the matter. There is some talk of a meeting at 
one of the half-mile rings which is controlled by 
the notorious Rabh. where promises of $1(H> purses 
have lK?en inaile. Some of the riffraff who an* 
willing to take any sort of a chance may be at- 
tracted by this announcement, hut a majority of 
the natives here are of the one o{dnion ami that 
is that racing in New Orleans is dead, for the time 
being at least. 

So strong is this sentiment here that several own- 
ers have asked for stable room at Havana. Ixniis 
Bartihe being one of tlie number who has elected to 
.ship to Cuba. Arrangements have practically been 
<.*imsmnmatod with the International New’s Co. to 
provide .service on the Havana races to American 
concerns this winter.

SHOT GUN FIRST AT THE HORSE SHOW. 

New York, November 11. — An interesting feature 
of the horse show now !x*ing held at Madison 
Square Garden was the exhibition of the thorough- 
bred class on Monday evening. That it was hy far 
the best showing of thoroughbred stallions in the 
histor.v of the horst* show w’as due to the f:ict that 
the Jocke.v Club Breeding Bureau had made a 
number of entries, with a condition that if one of 
the stallions from the bureau should prove to be 
the winner, the Jocke.v ({Inh would add $20i) to the 
first aw’anl, Thomas C. McDowell, of Lexington, 
Ky.. was the judge of the thoroughbred class. The 
conditions of tlie awards were that the stallions were 
to be judged by appearance in the ring and ability 
for improving the breed of horsca for general use. 
racing performauecs not to be regarded. Mr. Mc- 
llowell awarded the first prize to Shot Gun. which, 
since his racing, has turned into a stallion of splen- 
did proportions and appeared to be in the best of 
condition. 

There was only a fourth ribbon for Rensselaer, the 
sixteen-hand chestnut raced by the late J. E. Mc- 
Donald. This horse has w’on races in France, Eng- 
land and Germany between the flags, and in this 
country on the flat. Rensselaer was once intended 
for the Grand National and has always been regarded 
as the grandest sort of thoroughbred ever raised In 
this country. The stallion is now on Long Island 
and ownetl by Brinton C. Mitchell, being one of 
those placed bv the breeding bureau of the Jockey 
Club. Although fourteen years old Rensselaer had 
all the fire of a colt. 

Ctmtrary to public report, it was said yesterday 
that the breeding bureau is not to be abandoned 
by the Jockey Club, hut that an appropriation had 
been recently made for Its continuance next season. 
The work of the breeding bureau has been most 
creditable and vastly interesting to farmers through- 
out New York State.
